The enclosed is responsive to the Examiner's Office Action mailed on January 5, 
2005. At the time the Examiner mailed the Office Action claims 1 through 57 were 
pending. By way of the present response the Applicant has canceled claims 1 
through 57 and added new claims 58 through 60. As such claims 58 through 60 are 
presently pending. 

The Applicant has herewith included amended drawings to cure the objections 
raised by the Examiner. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that independent claim 57 is patentable over 
the Fox and Krause references. Independent claim 57 recites specific items of 
hardware that are simply not contemplated by the Fox and Krause references (which 
appear to the Applicant to be dedicated to processes that are performed in 
software). Here, specific features of an offload processing unit are claimed that 
perform operations traditionally performed by a central processing unit. Because the 
central processing unit does not have to perform the functions that are performed by 
the offload processing unit, better performance from the computing system's central 
processing unit are expected. Fox and Krause simply can not reasonably be held to 
convey the elements recited in the Applicant's claims because the teachings of 
these references essentially teach processors or modules to be executed by a 
central processing system. 

Therefore the Applicant respectfully submits that claims 57 through 60 are 
presently allowable.
